Well, on our next tour of foreign service. I 


"drew" Poulatous for station 'and Folsom swore. 
Toulatong had' a reputation. Even nt this early date 
one of the commanding officers had died, oue had been 
courtmartialed, and there is one iu Saint. Elizabeth's 
at this very hour. It was a job for a big. f-trong, 
honest, two-fisted man—Poulatong—and I think Fol- 
som was-chosen because he was big aud strong and 


two-fisted.

The limitation to Folsom's power
